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1 . BOTSWANA'S COMPLAINT - 

IN INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS, THE SECURITY COUNCIL DISCUSSED 
BOTSWANA'S COMPLAINT AGAINST RHODESIA AND WILL HOLD FORMAL 
MEETING AT 3:00 P.M., JAN. 12, WITH BOTSWANA'S FOREIGN MINISTER 
MOGWE AS FIRST SPEAKER. AFTER PROTRACTED DISCUSSION. USUN, 

WITH SUPPORT OF UK AND, TO LESSER EXTENT, SOME OTHERS, 

SUCCEEDED IN DELETING THE WORD "AGGRESSION" FROM THE 
AGENDA ITEM TITLE. LATER, THE BRITISH TOLD AMB SHERER 
THEY WOULD LIKE TO BE ABLE TO JOIN IN CONSENSUS STATEMENT, 

BUT BELIEVE THAT THE PRESENT DRAFT RESOLUTION, EVEN WITH 
CERTAIN POSSIBLE MODIFICATIONS, WILL STILL BE SO UN- 
BALANCED THAT IVOR RICHARD’S NEGOTIATIONS WILL BE MORE DIFFICULT. 
THEY HOPED TO BE ABLE TO TELL AFRICANS THAT UNLESS IT 
IS CONSIDERABLY IMPROVED, THE US WILL JOIN THE UK IN 
ABSTAINING. SUBSEQUENTLY, USUN INFORMED UKUN THAT THE US 
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WILL SUPPORT THE UK TOTALLY IN THE NEGOTIATIONS AND THE 
DEBATE. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 72) 

2. UNEF COMMANDER - 

THE SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT PREPARED A REPLY TO THE 
SYG'S LETTER CONCERNING THE APPOINTMENT OF MAJOR GENERAL 
RAIS ABIN AS COMMANDER OF UNEF INFORMING THE SYG THAT ON 
THE BASIS OF CONSULTATIONS WITH SC MEMBERS THE COUNCIL 
CONSENTED TO THE PROPOSED APPOINTMENT. AT THE REQUEST OF 
THE CHINESE AND LIBYAN DELEGATIONS, A FINAL SENTENCE WAS 
ADDED WHICH STATED THOSE DELEGATIONS DECLARED THEY DIS- 
ASSOCIATED THEMSELVES FROM THIS MATTER. (LIMITED OFFICIAL 
USE - USUN 67) 

3. AFRICAN ISSUES AND PERFORMANCE BY AFRICAN GROUP - 

WELL BEFORE IT BEGAN, THE 31ST UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY WAS 
TOUTED AS AN "AFRICAN SESSION," AND, AS MATTERS DEVELOPED, 
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AFRICA DID OCCUPY CENTER STAGE. THE GA OFTEN WAS DISCUSSING 
ESSENTIALLY THE SAME AFRICAN ISSUES DAILY IN SEVERAL FORUMS. 
ABETTING THE AFRICANS WERE THE REST OF THE "NONALIGNED," 

THE SOVIETS AND THEIR ALLIES, AND THE CHINESE. ISSUES 
RELATED TO RHODESIA, NAMIBIA, AND APARTHEID WERE PRESSED 
WITH CONSIDERABLE SUCCESS. ATTENTION GIVEN AFRICAN ISSUES 
WAS HEIGHTENED IN LARGE PART BECAUSE OF OUR EFFORTS BEFOREHAND, 
WHICH WERE SUCCESSFUL IN DEFUSING COMPLETELY OR TO AN IMPORT 
DEG RE E QUESTIONS SUCH AS KOREA, PUERTO RICO, AS WELL AS 
TO A CERTAIN DEGREE THE PANAMA CANAL, EXPULSION OR SUSPENSION 
OF ISRAEL, AND "ZIONISM EQUALS RACISM." 

ON ISSUES WHICH CONCERNED THEM MOST, THE AFRICANS ENJOYED 
TANGIBLJBUUCCESS: UN MEMBERSHIP FOR ANGOLA, UN OBSERVER 
STATUS FOR SWAPO, MOVEMENT OF THE APARTHEID DEBATE INTO PLENARY, 
AND ENDORSEMENT FOR FIRST TIME IN A GA RESOLUTION OF USE 
OF "ARMED FORCE." AFRICAN SUCCESSES WERE ACHIEVED DESPITE 
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LACK OF GOOD LEADERSHIP AND GROUP COORDINATION. 

ALTHOUGH HARDLY A GROUP LEADER. NIGERIA'S 

AMB HARRIMAN, TOGETHER WITH UN COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA MACBRIDE 
AND OTHERS, AUTHORED A CONSIDERABLE NUMBER OF UNPALATABLE 
RESOLUTIONS ON APARTHEID AND SOME UNSAVORY ANTI-US 
ALLEGATIONS WHICH CLOUDED THE NAMIBIA DEBATE. ADDITIONALLY. 
HARRIMAN IS BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN BEHIND THE "ADVERSE 
CONSEQUENCES" RESOLUTION IN COMMITTEE 3. 

THE DELEGATIONS OF THE IVORY COAST, ZAIRE AND UPPER VOLTA 
SOUGHT CLOSE COORDINATION WITH USDEL. "COMRADELY" 

AFRICAN NATIONS WERE IN CLOSE CONTACT WITH THE SOVIETS. 

WHEN THE NEW SCALE OF ASSESSMENTS AS TAK 
O

A SPLIT BETWEEN PROSPEROUS ARABS AND POOR AFRICANS. THE 
AFRICANS REALISTICALLY ADMIT THAT INTEMPERATE GA RESOLUTIONS 
OPPOSED BY COUNTRIES VITAL FOR THEIR IMPLEMENTATION ARE 
SO MANY BITS OF PAPER. WHILE THE AFRICAN GROUP WAS RELATIVELY 
PATIENT AND NON-CONFRONTATIONAL TOWARD THE WEST, THE GROUP 
NOW IS AWAITING CONCRETE RESULTS FROM NEGOTIATIONS ON RHODESIA 
AND NAMIBIA, AS WELL AS MEASURES TO HASTEN THE ABOLITION 
OF APARTHEID. AND CLEARLY EXPECT MUCH FROM THE US IN

4. LETTER OF APPRECIATION FROM LESOTHO'S REPRESENTATIVE - 

AMB MOLAPO OF LESOTHO SENT LETTER OF APPRECIATION FOR 
UNDERSTANDING SHOWN BY USDEL AND SUPPORT RENDERED DURING 
THE CONSULTATIONS AND DELIVERATIONS OF THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL ON THE CLOSURE OF THE BORDER POSTS IN SOUTHERN 
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LESOTHO. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 73) 
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5. TECHNICAL COOPERATION AMONG DEVELOPING COUNTRIES - 
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THE PREPARATORY COMMITTEE FOR THE CONFERENCE ON TECHNICAL 
COOPERATION AMONG DEVELOPING COUNTRIES (TCDC) GOT OFF TO 
A SLOW START AT ITS JAN. 10 MEETING, WHICH WAS DEVOTED 
TO AN EFFUSIVE STATEMENT BY UNDP ADMINISTRATOR MORSE. 

HE SPOKE GLOWINGLY OF THE IMPORT OF TCDC AND ITS VITAL 
ROLE IN THE REALIZATION OF THE NIEO, CAME DOWN HARD ON THE 
VALIDITY OF THE PROPOSED BUDGET, AND ENDORSED WITH EQUAL 
FERVOR THE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR A $403,400 INFORMATIONAL 
SUPPORT PROGRAM. CUBAN TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN ALARCON DEFERRED 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS TO PERMIT FURTHER BACKROOM MANEUVERING.

JAN. 1 1, IN 35-MINUTE MEETING, THE COMMITTEE ELECTED RISTIC 

(YUGOSLAVIA) AS CHAIRMAN, AND AGREED TO POSTPONE ELECTION 

OF THREE VICE CHAIRMEN AND A RAPPORTEUR. IN THE DISCUSSION 

ON THE REPORT CONCERNING PREPARATORY ACTIVITIES AND OR 

GANIZATION OF THE CONFERENCE, WHICH WILL BE HELD IN 

BUENOS AIRES FROM MARCH 27 TO APRIL 7, 1978, STATEMENTS WERE 

MADE BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF FRG AND YUGOSLAVIA. AN 

AMENDED AGENDA AND THREE-DAY WORK PROGRAM WERE ADOPTED. (USUN 74) 

6. ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL - 

ECOSOC OPENED ITS ORGANIZATIONAL SESSION JAN. 11, ELECTING 
BY ACCLAMATION SMID (CZECHOSLOVAKIA) AS ITS PRESIDENT FOR 
1977. SYG WALDHEIM TOLD THE COUNCIL THAT A SIGNIFICANT 
ASPECT OF ITS WORK WAS PREPARATION FOR THE ASSESSMENT THE 
GA WAS TO MAKE LATER THIS YEAR ON THE IMPLEMENTATION OF 
THE INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY FOR THE SECOND UN 
DEVELOPMENT DECADE, THE DECISIONS OF THE SIXTH AND SEVENTH 
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SPECIAL SESSION, AND THE CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS 
AND DUTIES OF STATES. THAT ASSESSMENT CONSTITUTED A CONCRETE 
ATTEMPT TO REACH AGREEMENT ON A FRAMEWORK OF POLICY WITHIN 
WHICH GOVERNMENTS WOULD PURSUE THE COMMON OBJECTIVES 
OF DEVELOPMENT COOPERATION. PRESIDENT SMID. IN HIS OPENING 
REMARKS, STRESSED THE NEED FOR CAREFUL WORK, POLITICAL 
WILL AND A KEEN SENSE OF URGENCY. ECOSOC ALSO ADOPTED WITHOUT 
OBJECTION A PROVISIONAL AGENDA FOR THE SESSION, AND HEARD 
AN INTRODUCTORY STATEMENT ON ITS BASIC PROGRAM OF WORK 
FOR THE YEAR BY THE COUNCIL SECRETARY CORDOVEZ. STATEMENTS 
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ON THE ORGANIZATION OF WORK WERE MADE BY THE REPRESENTATIVES 
OF THE SOVIET UNION, FRANCE, UK AND NIGERIA. 

7. POPULATION COMMISSION - 

THE COMMISSION BEGAN GENERAL DEBATE IN THE AFTERNOON 
JAN. 10 ON ACTION BY THE UN TO IMPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATIONS 
OF THE 1974 BUCHAREST WORLD POPULATION CONFERENCE, 

AND HEARD STATEMENTS BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF ECUADOR, 

SOVIET UNION, US, TUNISIA, INDIA, FINLAND AND FRANCE. 

IT ALSO DISCUSSED REGIONAL CONSULTATIONS TO FOLLOW UP THE 
POPULATION CONFERENCE, AFTER HEARING AN INTRODUCTORY STATEMENT 
BY THE DIRECTOR OF THE UN POPULATION DIVISION, TAB AH. 

SANTOS (ECUADOR) SUGGESTED THERE SHOULD ALWAYS BE AN ITEM 
ON THE AGENDA LINKING ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL MATTERS WITH 
POPULATION QUESTIONS, AS MANY DEMOGRAPHIC PHENOMENA 
COULD BE UNDERSTOOD ONLY IN THAT CONTEXT. ISUPOV (SOVIET 
UNION) SUPPORTED THAT SUGGESTION, AND HE COMMENTED THAT 
THE WISHES OF GOVERNMENTS CONCERNING POPULATION QUESTIONS 
SHOULD BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT. GREEN (US) STATED THAT ACTIVE 
AND SUSTAINED INVOLVEMENT OF LEADERS AT ALL LEVELS IN 
POPULATION PROGRAMS WAS NECESSARY. HE SAID THE US WAS 
READY TO SUPPORT EXPANDED FAMILY PLANNING PROGRAMS AND 
THOUGHT ALL DONOR COUNTRIES SHOULD BE MORE FORTHCOMING 
IN HELPING NATIONS IMPROVE THE CONDITIONS OF LIFE 
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FOR ALL PEOPLE. SAURY (FRANCE), NOTING MANY FAMILIES COULD 
NOT AFFORD AS MANY CHILDREN AS THEY DESIRED, SAID HELP 
SHOULD BE GIVEN FAMILIES EITHER TO LIMIT THE NUMBER OF THEIR 
CHILDREN OR TO ENABLE THEM TO HAVE THE NUMBER THE WANTED. 

IN THE MORNING JAN. 1 1, DE SEYNES, DIRECTOR OF THE PROGRAM OF 
FUTURE STUDIES FOR UNITAR, AND VAN HOEK, DIRECTOR OF THE 
OFFICE OF THE USYG FOR ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL AFFAIRS, MADE 
STATEMENTS WITH REGARD TO THE INTERRELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 
POPULATION, RESOURCES AND ENVIRONMENT. THE REPRESENTATIVES 
OF FRANCE, BRAZIL AND HUNGARY COMMENTED ON THOSE STATEMENTS. 
POPULATION DIVISION DIRECTOR TABAH MADE AN INTRODUCTORY 
STATEMENT ON THE ITEM CONCERNING GUIDELINES FOR DEVELOPMENT 
PLANNERS, AND THE REPRESENTATIVES OF ECUADOR, FRANCE, 
NETHERLANDS, US AND SOVIET UNION COMMENTED ON THAT SUBJECT. 

DE SEYNES SAID HE WOULD WELCOME AN INDICATION OF THE 
COMMISSION'S INTEREST IN HAVING UNITAR UNDERTAKE SOME WORK 
IN THE POPULATION AREA. 
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THE WORKING GROUP (WG) ON A CODE OF CONDUCT FOR TRANS- 
NATIONAL CORPORATIONS, JAN. 11, ELECTED PARSI (IRAN) AND 
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KOLEV (BULGARIA) AS VICE CHAIRMEN, AND DEFERRED ELECTION OF 
THE REMAINING VICE CHAIRMAN AND RAPPORTEUR. GENERAL DISCUSSION 
ON HOW THE WG WOULD PROCEED IN ELABORATING THE CODE WAS 
CONCLUDED AFTER REPRESENTATIVES OF THE NETHERLANDS, GDR 
AND ITALY EXPRESSED THEIR VIEWS.
